REMARKABLE 
MURDER 
TRIAL. 


Intricate Ci r c u m s l a n ’ ial 
Evidence — 
M u r d e r e r Convicted. 


Tho 
conviction 
of 
Roland 
D 
j Molineux, announced in our 
dispatch 


o h recently, of murder, in a Now York 
court, was the roHiilt of a wonderful 
course of detective work on the part 
o f 
the police assisted by newspaper men, 
though the detectives have 
worked 
hard to find the guilty party. 
It ap­ 
pears th at Mrs. Kato J. Adams, a wid­ 
ow, aged 58 years, died suddenly after 
taking from Harry Cornish, athletic 
director of tho Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, N e w York, and formerly Of the 
Uhlcago club. a dose of what was sup­ 
posed to be bromo-seltzer. Mrs. Adams 
had & heade ehe. 
Her daughter, Mrs. 
Rogers, 
suggested 
th at 
she 
ta^e 
a 
dose of 
bromo-seltzer. 
Cornish, 
who roomed in the Adams Hat, had re­ 
ceived from an unknown party, a hot 
tie of bromo-seitzer for a 
Cbristmts 
present. 
It carna in a silver holder to 
the athletic club and Cornish brought 
it to the Hat. 
Mrs. Adams took a dose 
of the bromo and died within iu a few 
minutes. 
The gift to Cornish contain­ 
ed bromo-seltzer mixed 
with cyanide 
of mercury. 
Henry C. 
Barnet, member of the 
athletic club, friend of Cornish and 
former friend of Molineux, died sud­ 
denly after receiving a bottle of what 
purported to be a harmless remedy. It 
was afterward discovered he was pois­ 
oned. 
The murder of Mrs. Adams re­ 
called the dimth of Barnet, and ever 
since the deaths have been linked to­ 
gether the cases have been considered 
the same, although Molineux was in-I 
dieted only for the murder of Mrs. 
Ad a ms. 
It has been held as an established 
fact that the one who sent the poison 
package intended to kill Cornish, and 
that Mrs. Adams was the innocent vic­ 
tim < f circumstances. 
<)u the night before the death of 
Mrs. Adams, she, 
with Cornish and 
Mrs. Rogers, went to a restaurant and 
had dir ner. 
They were drinking wine 
and returned to the Mat at a late hour 
Mrs. Adams complained of a heada* 
.6 
and after taking a dose of the medicine 
prepared for her by Cornish, went to 
the bathroom, where she was found a 
few minutes later in a dying condition. 
Cornish seized the remainder of the 
stuff in t he glass and swallowed part 
of it, becoming so ill he was with diffi­ 
culty revived. 
Examination of the package received 
by Cornish at the athletic club showed 
tho vial holder to be of sterling silver, 
shaped like a small candlestick 
T he paper box 
in which the vial 
holder wan packed 
was pasteboard. 
Upon the top was the stamp, "Tiffany 
& Co., Union Square, Now York.” 
T h e bottle which contained the pois­ 
on was a greenieh-blue vial, which had 
contained 
the 
bromo-seltzer. 
The 
wrapper was missing, and whoever 
compounded the mixture had carefully 
removed the revenue stamp from the 
outside wrapper, 
regummed it and 
placed it over the top of the cork This 
was to give the impression that the 
bottle had been unopened, but to tho 
minds of tho detectives It proved that 
the bottle had been recorked and the 
stamp placed on it with intent 
to de­ 
ceive . 
In » very instance the war tax stamp 
was found on the outer wrapper. In no 
case was the stamp found on the bottle. 
This is as it should 
be according to 
law, so that the breaking of the wrap­ 
per destroyed the stamp. 
After a dozen clews had been run to 
earth a Newark. 
N. J., shopgirl de­ 
clared she hatl sold to a man with a 
red board the 
silver holder 
which 
came 
with 
the 
poison. 
This 
was 
the first real clow. 
The members of 
the Knickerbocker club, discussing the j 
poisoniog.remembered Barnet received 
a present of a box of patent medi­ 
cine just before his death. 
It was then the name of Roland B. 
Molineux was first mentioned in the 
ease. 
He wa» young, rich, and 
a 
bridegroom 
of only a 
few 
weeks. 
Every effort to identify Molineux as 
the man who sent the package, pur­ 
chased the silver holder, or bought a 
red wig, failed. 
Near the end of January a newspaper 
man stumbled o n to a clew. 
He dis­ 
covered th a t during May, LS9 \ a man 
rented letter boxes on upper Broadway 
under the names of H r , Barnet an : 
Harry Cornish. 
To these boxes, i re 
sumably by order of the man who 
rented them, 
numerous packages of 
patent medicine were 
sent. 
It was 
noon discovered th at the man reoti g 
the boxes had written to several Wes­ 
tern patent rnedi one firms for medi­ 
cine. 
T b e letters were recovered in 
the medicine firms and submitted to 
Cornish and to haudwriting experts 


.Samples of Moiinoux’s ban i •••« i’.ir. 
r> secured without his kcowl- ige 
nd the experts declared one ban 
rote the order-* for patent 
» nd the private letters. 
N

Heck 
nan positively Identified Molineux a 
he man who rented a letter-box in hir 
jlace. 
The only thing needful to comp • M 
« .he circumstantial case, in the eye» of 
the prosecution, was a motive, arc the 
prosecution alleged a» the motive Mr- 


\i > and B. Molineux, the friend of Cor­ 
nish, the friend of Barnet and tbe wife 
of the accused. 
Urinted stories Hew over the country 
iccuslng Molineux, and yet the New 
York police did not arrest Molineux 
They cajoled him, tried to make him 
believe Cornish 
was the man they 
thought guilty, k*‘pt w ith him and made 
every effort to gain some light. 
The identification was made, 
the 
men found who declared 
Molineux 
rented the mail boxes, the 
patent 
medicine firms furnished letters con­ 
taining the handwriting which 
wa» 
compared with th a t of Molineux, and, 
when the prosecution conMdered 
its 
case 
perfect, 
it 
went 
before 
tbe 
grand jury, which on March 2 indicted 
Molineux 
for 
the murder of 
Mr*. 
Adams. 
He was arraigned March 3, 
and in spite of the efforts of influential 
friends was confined for months. 
The trial was a wonderful one. 
The 
case was bitterly fought on both » idee, 
and the reputations of many witnesses 
suffered during their terms on 
the 
stand, Cornish was attacked, and the 
defense openly hinted 
he was 
the 
guilty man. 
Thd testimony of experts 
in handwriting was the main reliance 
of the prosecution and the efforts of 
the defense to shake th a t particular 
line availed little. 
At times tho trial became intensely 
clt amatic. The prosecution continually 
draggid the name of Henry C. Barnet 
into the case, to create the impression 
that one person killed Mrs. Adams and 
Barnet, and so strengthen the case in 
showing motive, although Molineux 
was on trial only for the murder of Mrs. 
Adams. 
These 
attempts 
brought 
frequent battles bet ween counsel. 
The verdict was undoubtedly a sur­ 
prise to those who had followed the 
testimony, and the counsel 
for Moli­ 
neux was so sure of acquittal that 
he 
offered no evidence. 
T he motive for 
killing Cornish, upon the surface, at 
luast, appears to bo insufficient. 
The 
two men had had a club quarrel and 
Molineux had left the organization, 
but the differences between them wen* 
not sufficient to provoke murder. 
The 
silver bottle holder and the address 
upon the package were the real cen­ 
ters of testimony. 
T he holder was not 
definitely traced to Molineux; on the 
other hand the clerk who sold it testi­ 
fied positively that she did not sell it 
to Molineux. 
The weight of testimony 
attached to the handwriting on the 
package and the only direct evidence 
was th a t of the experts. 
T h ere were 
fourteen of them in all and they occu­ 
pied several days iu lecturing to the 
jury upon the characteristics of chirog- 
raphy, elaborating theories, drawing 
h iir-splitting distinctions, and belab­ 
oring each other. 
But evidently 
it 
was upon their testimony, bewildering 
as it must have been, th at 
the jury 
found Molineux guilty.
